1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 12/23/2009 was filed 
after the mailing date of the final rejection on 6/25/2009. The submission is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 16, 17, 19, 24, 26, 27, 30, 31 , 32 and 33 are allowed. 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art does 
not teach or suggest the exact sequence of SEQ ID NO 2; hence the claims requiring 
SEQ ID NO 2 are allowable. The closest prior art is Luo et al. (2002) Biochemical 
Genetics vol. 40. Nos 1 / 2, pp. 41-51, which teaches sequence Length polymorphism of 
thymidylate synthase regulatory region in Chinese populations and evolution of the 
novel alleles. The sequence taught by them shows a mismatch 10 nt upstream of the 3' 
end of SEQ ID NO:2. 
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5. The language "the exact complement of recited in the instant claims is being 
interpreted to mean the same as "full complement of.
